Hankow, (ug. 16. 

Large areas, residences and shops 
in Wuchang's middle clty and south 
city were demolished in to-day's 
ratds, 

In the course of a three-hour tour 
n United Press correspondent did not 
find any military objective such as 
was hit in the last Wuchang: bomb- 
ing. : 

The English Westeyan Mlssion 
church in, the south city was 
dainaged by concussion, while the 
Wuchang post ofMlce narrowly escoped 
with only alight damage tn the same 
way. ' 

The cffectiveness of the cvacua- 
tion of civillans is shown In the 
report of tho hospitals where only 
half the usual number of wounded 
were treated. A building usually 
sheltering 100 people during the 
raids had only two to-day. : 

Other points in Hanyang recelv- 
Ing direct hits Include many houses 
which were mostly deserted ond a 
bi Buddhist temple. A corres- 
pondent .who visited the areas in 
Ilanyang noticed that owing to the 
repeated bombing raids the city was 
almost deserted and though many 
houses were demolished the casuil- 
ties were comparatively small. The 
police estimated that altogether 
about 150 were killed and 200 
wounded. The correspondent saw 
many survivors . unearthing thelr 
belonging from debris under che 
leaning, walls. 


TEMPLE BOMBESD 

The hure Buddhist temple on the 
southern slope of Turtle Hill in. which 
different Buddhas’ are worshipped 
was bombed to-day. The entire hall 
of the Goddess of Mercy was des- 
troyed. However, the wuoden shrinc 
Inside the hall which iy pratected by 
strong beams «wznd pillars was found 
intact. The Goddess, though slightly 
perturbed, had not collapsed and 
maintained the usual smile on her 
pold-gilt face. 

Scores of monks and nuns,who 
took refuge In Hanyang's sidewalks 
said that some 30 farmers were kcill- 
ed outright when they were working 
in the fields behind the temple. 

The forests on the southern slope 
of Turtle Hill were burned. 

A few bombs landed on the Han- 
kow side of the Han River opposite 
the arsenal in the poor residential 
aren. One fell in a vegetable garden 
neor the District Court, killing a num- 
ber of gardeners. A small dud bomb 
was found in a bean curd shop. The 
city power plant which was directly 
in the path of the bombers was not 
touched, alfhourh a few dropped 
nearby. Hankow casualties are sald 
to be very low. 

The Defence Headquarters cs- 
timates n total of 80 killed and 200 
wounded at Hanyany and Wuchang.

The Japanese 
planes dropped 200 small incendluzy 
bombs.—Reuter,

There is some obtuse reason- 


ing in a recent editorial in the: 


Miyako Shimbun, a Tokyo daily, 
attacks: the Chinese 
administration on the ground of 
its ilegal-and alleged seizure of 
the Japanese concession in Han- 
kow. The paper complains of 
the’ unilateral nature of the 
Chinese action, and of the trea- 
chery of a Government which 
promised protection of the Japa- 
nese property following the 
Japanese withdrawal from Han- 
kow. It igs not right, the Miyako 
Shimbun, naively asserts, for the 
Chinese to use these Japanese 
owned buildings’ of the conces- 
sion for military purposes. It is. 
against International Law, it is 
insisted. | This | newsnaper's 
case against China built upon so 
flimsy a foundation, is too pre- 
posterous to take seriously. 
Nevertheless, it ig an enlighten- 
ing point of view, for it indicates 
the extravagant extension of the 
old belief that “the King can do 
no wrong” to embrace a whole 
people. For the Miyako Shimbun 
international laws apply appar- 
ently only to those who oppose 
the Japanese when going about 
their honourable business, What 
to the fair-minded are the most 
flagrant violations of humanity’s 
code and breaches of interna- 
tional etiquette are justified by 
the Japanese If they are ex- 
pedients. If the occupation of 
the Japanese concession by the 
Chinese is wrong, how can the 
occupation of Manchuria be ex- 
cused, except on the grounds of 
political or defensive necessity. 
Obviously, China can plead the 
same case in Hankow; and, 
equally obviously, her moral and 
logy! positions are infinitely 
stronger. Merely because Japan 
has not chosen.to make a formal 
declaration of war does not alter 
the fact that she is carrying on 
hostilities in China, ‘and that 
China has every right to use 
all means of resisting the in- 
vasion. The Japanese conces- 
sion in Hankow is enemy ‘pro- 
perty. And if China ever gave 
any promise to protect and res- 
pect it, she wag not then aware 
of the Japanese intention to 
annex a vast portion of her 
territory, demolish her ~ chicf 
cities by bombardments, and to 
capture Hankow itself. .

Personalities of 


SIR ARTHUR 


‘MHE decade of ‘the ‘seventies 
was, a most remarkable cra 
in the history of the Colony of 
Hongkong, not only because of 
its growing prosperity as a4 
great port, but algo on account 
of the serious efforta at reform. 
initinted: by. the Governor, Sir 
Arthur Edward Kennedy. Like 
his immediate successor, Sir 
John Pope Hennéssy, Governor 
Kennedy was an Irish Hberal of 
an “advanced” type, and whilst. 
some of his~whopes were not 
realised until Inter in the cen- 
tury, his. hamanitarian ideas 
were, nevertheless, instrumental 
in amending many abuses, and 
fostering that admirable spirit 
of mutual interdependence 
which to-day characterises the 
relationship of the . European 
and Chinese communities in the 
"Colony. 
Sir Arthur. Edward Kennedy, Kt. 
WMG. CH. Was born in 1808, He 
s the fourth son of Hugh Kennedy, 
Esq. of Cultra, County Down, Ire- 
hind, and was educated at. Trinity 
Collewe, Dublin. His family was 
apparently a wealthy one, and cone 
sequently, like lads of Tis  rante in 
life, upon bis graduation from col- 
leze, he was faced with the three- 
fold possibility -of a carcer—the’ 
Church, the Mercantile Counter, or 
the Army. Sir Arthur, however, 
chose the Jatter, and aceordingly 
at the age of nineteen entered 
the 11th Resziment as an Ensign, His 
military carcer, wh not marked by 
rapid promotions, was for a peace. 
time vocation highly factory, und 
his rise ‘in. rank consistent; for In 
1832, he beeame Lieutenant, and 
eventually Captain in the 68th Light 
Infantry, 
Whilst he was still serving in the 
Army, he was appointed to fill the 
office of County Inspector on the 
Trish Board of Works, and eventual- 
ly in 1845, he was nominated to serve 
as Inspector on the Relief Commls- 
sion of -Sir John Bursoyne during 
the disastrous Potato Famine. 


Inspector Of Poor Laws 


Upon hts resignation from-the Army 
in 1848, he became Inspector of Poor 
Laws in which oMlee he remained 
until the year 1851, when he camo 
to the attention of the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies who appointed 
him Governor of the "Gambia" 
territory in West Africa. From 
thence forward his carcer became al- 
most metcoric; for the next year he 
became administrator of — Sierra 
Leone and then in 1854 Consul- 
General to the adjoiningg Sherbro 
country. In.-that year, moreover, he 
was appointed to the Governorship of 
Western Australia, and continucd in 
this post until February 1862 when he 
returned Home on Ienave. Queen 
Victoria at this time bestowed upon 
him the honour of a Commandery of 
the Order of the Bath, and in Novem- 
ber of the following year, he wus 
nominated Governor of Vancouver

no Chinese was ever invited to 
Government House, and consequently 
there had grown up on alr of ap- 
parent apathy and difidence, The 
Chinese community, moreover, up to 
this time bad been wont: to regard 
the ndministration- as peculiarly 
hostile in its attitude and therefore 
no amount of persunsion or promise 
could beguile It Into taking an 
interest in the locul pzovernment. 

It was not, however, until the tlme 
of subsequent Governors. that the 
inestimable and far renching  con- 
sequences of Governor Kennedy's

From the very berinning of his ad- 
ministration Shr Arthur proved him-

“Prison reform should be “marked, 
too,” he emphasised, “by a more 
humanitarian attitude towards the 
prisoner himself. “He should be 
considered,” he argued “as the victim 
of elreumstances, and not altogether 
as the depraved creature whom it is 
our duty to punish.” 

Although these were honest 
sentiments, Governor Kennedy 
realised that the. chances of enforcing 
a complete overhaul of the prison

problem were, under the = cireum— 
stances, excecdingly slight, but he 
did do all that was humanly possibte. 
In fnet, it remalned for hin succes- 
sor, Sir John Pope Hennessy “to take 
the bull by the horns” ond attempt 
to force reforms upon. the Hongkong 
public whether it Iiked It or not. 

The closing years of Sir Arthur's 
administration in the Colony were 
marked by Judiclous attempts to 
educale the residents Into what he 
knew must be the reforms to be 
carried out in the future if Hongkong 
were to progress and = pet out 
of the rut which the turbulent ycars 
of its early period had unfortunately 
placed it. He was not the man, how- 
ever, whose alms were to be carried 
out by riding rough-shod over the 
wishes of the people; but was dis- 
tinguished by a firm yet exceptlonal- 
ly diplomatic and tactful manner in 
going about the securing of what he 
thought should be the first steps In 
any plan of reform. 


Name Perpetuated 


Conscquently, 4s a parting gesture 
to his work jin the Colony, he 
eccupted himself with looking Into 
the records of many of the convicted 
prisoners in the local gaol, and tf any 
were thought deserving he exercised 
his prerogative of Governor to 
umelijorate their sentences, In fact, 
one of his most magnanimous acts 
was the granting of a full pardon to 
five convicted Chinese murderers, 
This was possibly the Jast act of his 
oMeial carcer in Hongkong; for on 
February 28, 1877, he departed from 
the Colony, being transferred to the 
Governorship of Queensland. In the 
Jatter post he remained until 1883, 
when ill tealth compelled his resig- 
nation, He returned to England in 
no valn attempt to recuperate, and: 
died n few weeks after his arrival 
at the age of 75, . 

His name is a familar one in 
Hongkong, being perpetuated in such 
well-known places as Kennedy Town 
and Kennedy Road.

To date the scientific investigators 
have done little that Is of any prace 
tleal use, It is all very well to tell 
us that prolonged physical or mental 
exertion causes “fatigue-poisons” in 
the blood and that the way to 
eliminate these toxins is to rest. We 
found all that out for ourselves long 
ago, even if we did not use the cor- 
rect scientific jurgon, 

Witheut relying on the professors 
and their, discoverics, we can so or- 
der our workings hours as to get 
throuzh the maximum of work with 
the minimum of fatlgue, which, after 
all, fs the malin object to be aimed 
at. ' 

A good way to avoid unnecessary 
{utigue at the end of a task is to 
begin it well. An untidy or clut- 
tered-up work-table or workroom 
makes one feel tired even at the start 
of a day. Peep into the private 
office of a managing director of some 
world-famous firm, and what do you 
sce? .The desk from which he steers 
the bis ship Is almost bare. A pen- 
ray and some telephones are all the 
equipment he needs. 


Good Lighting 


Badly-placed or inadequate light Is 
fatiguing. The effort to adjust one- 
self to it Is unnecessarily adding to 
the normal exertion needed for the 
task to be done. Even such a slight 
effort has its effect in the course of 
the day, and should be avoided when

val the energies are needed for the 


work In hand. Wise workers sce to 
it that the light—artificial or natural 
-~is suMcient and comes from the 
proper direction. 

it is quite superfluous to mention 
appropriate clothing as an enemy of 
fatigue, The fnetary girl in’ her 
overall, equally with the artist In his 
blouse, ain appredlate this important 
factor, 

The old-time surgeon would per- 
form operations in a tightly-fitting 
frock-coat; but the modern outfit Is 
not only hygienic, but also gives 
more freedom of action and has o 
morn) effect as belni more appro- 
priate. Nor do you find an eminent 
novelist sitting down to write his 
romances in the costume which Te 
would wear at a Royal garden party. 
An_ensler dress makes work easier 
and therefore less fatiguing. 

Beginning our work, therefore, in 
a tidy room, at no tidy table, appro- 
priately attired, and with abundance 
of well-placed Ught, we have ot any 
rate a good start, How long we can 
continue with our work without 
resting js a question with many 
facets. Everybody knows that we 
can go on Idnger with a task we Ike 
than with one that does not interest 
us. 


The Spur Of Interest 


Boredom is almost synonymous 
with fatigue. Artists, writers, inven- 
tors, will become so absorbed as to 
have to be forcibly dragged away 
from their work for necessary food 
to be administered. Those at mono- 
tonous and mechanical tasks sooner 
become fatigued. For these a “spell 
off" is essential,

When Lynch failed to make the 
requisite weight on June 29 he for- 
fcited both the British and European 
flyweight titles, which are declared 
vacant, . 

The rulings of the Board may 
ecom severe, but this was only onc 
of the several Instances during 
Lynch's career when he has appear- 
ed overweight for a fight. It was, 
however the first championship for 
which he had failed to scale accord= 
ing, to the conditions, 

The Board's investigations were 
made on Monday night, and Lyneh 
was then informed of eertain con- 
ditions the Board proposed to im- 
pose on his future voxing. He did 
not ent to all of these, and will 
now ve to consider them. 

BOARD LENIENT 

In the opinion of many. however, 
myself among them, the Board have 
dealt leniently with Lynch; and in 
the best interests of the boxer him- 
self. 

The promoter at Paisley must 
have been a heavy loser through the 
fajlure of Lynch to make the weight 
that night.

_QIOME time ago the school teachers 
of two countrics which the rest 
of the world probably regards as 
the bitterest traditional enemics-— 
France and Germany — began 
negotiating an agreement to purge

For two years delegates from 
French and German teaching use 
sociations wrestled with — hotly- 
disputed matters of fact, endeavour- 
ing to draft text-books that should 
sult both sides. A definite agree- 
ment hias been signed, with = the 
governmental blessings of both 
countries, and the work stil gocs 
on. 

No one. appears to have noticed 
this agreement, Maybe, considering 
the excited state of national feeling 
over half the world to-day, nobody 
can regard it with much seriousness; 
or, at lenst, while appreciating its 
motives, cannot expect it to bear 
much fruit. ‘Yet it ls a hopeful sign 
of returning sanity that anyone, 
especially State-employed teachers, 
should want to cleur the Lics out of 
the history books,

When Lincoin Saw 
_ the Nation Divided 


THE course that Abraham Lin- 
coin charted after 1061 was 
slow evolving. In March of that 
‘year Lincoln still believed that the 
atruggle was a mere quarrel over 
the extension of slavery. Stilt 
buinded by the provincial blas of 
Springfield, still without extensive 
contact in Washington, he did not . 
sce that: the south in secession 
sought actual independence. It 
was only during the next eight 
months that he really recognized 
a nation within a nation in the 
south; a south In which both those 
who hated slavery and those who 
espoused it sought separation 
from the north. 
then Lincoln formulated his’ 
historic course. He sect out to 
build 2 defense of the Union. He 
expressed this in one of the most 
remarkable state papers of all 
lime, the First Message. It seemed 
to reflect the Lincolm that had 
been emerging gradually for 20 
years. This was the Lincoln who 
believed that the basic issue after 
all was the preservation of the 
Union, ‘of the ideal of, democracy, 
So he declared “This is essen- 
tlally a people's contest. On the 
side of the Union it ts a struggle 
for maintaining in the world that 
form and substance of govern- 
Tent whose leading object is to 
‘elevate the condition of men..."

HE course that Abraham Lin- 

coln charted after 1861 was 
slow-evolving. In March of that 
year Lincoln still believed that the 
struggle was o mere quarrel over 
the extension of slavery. Still 
blinded by the provincial bias of 
Springfield, still without extensive 
contact in Washington, he did not 
see that the south in secession 
sought actual independence. It 
was_only during the next cipht 
months that he really recognized 
a nation within a nation in the 
south; a south in which both those 
who hated slavery and those who 
espoused it) sought | separation 
from the north. 

Then Lincoln formulated his 
historic cotrse. He set out to 
build « defense of the Union. He 
exoressed this in one of the most 
remarkable state ,papers of all 
time, the First Message, 1t scemed 
to reflect the Lincoln that had 
been emerging gradually for 20 
years. This was the Lincoln who 
believed that the basic fssuc alter 
all was the preservation of the 

. Union, of the ideal of democracy, 

So he declared “This is essen- 
tially a people's. contest. On the 
side of the Union it is a struggle 
for muintaining {n the world that 
fornt and substance of govern- 
ment whose Ieading object is to 
elevate the condition of men..."
